it  enabled  by  the  King’s  mofl  excellent  Majefty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  Pf«amMe. 
Content  of  the  Legiflative  Council  and  AflTembly  of  the  Province  of  Upper  Ca¬ 
nada,  conftituted  and  aflembled  by  virtue  of  and  under  the  authority  of  an  A6i 
palTed  in  the  Parliament  ot  Great  Britain,  intituled,  An  Aft  to  repeal  certain 
•*  parts  of  an  Aft,  paifed  in  the  fourteenth  year  of  His  Majefty’s  Reign,  intitu- 
•*  led,  **  An  Aft  for  making  more  efFeftual  ptovifion  for  the  Government  of  the 
•*  Province  of  Quebec,  in  North  America,  and  to  make  further  provifion  for  the 
••  Government  of  rhe  faid  Province,”  and  by  the  authority  of  the  fame,  That  Keepers  often*, 
from  and  after  the  palling  of  this  Aft,  if  any  perfon  or  perfons  fhall  keep  an  Inn  *c.tolxeikeB« 
or  Public  Houfe  for  the  purpofe  of  vending  Wine,  Brandy,  Rum,  or  other  Spi- 
lituous  Liquors  ;  unlefs  he,  Ihe  or  they  lhall  have  prsvioufly  obtained  a  Licence, 
in  manner  and  form  preferibed,  by  an  Aft  pafled  in  the  thirty  fourth  year  of  His 
IMajedy's  Reign,  intituled,  **  An  Aft  for  regulating  the  manner  of  Licencing 
•*  Public  Houfes,  and  for  the  more  eafy  convifting  of  perfons  felling  Spirituous 
••  Liquors  without  Licence,”  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  ftiaii  forfeit  and  pay  the  fum  P«naity  for  fell* 
of  twenty  pounds,  to  be  levied  upon  his,  her  or  their  goods  and  chatties,  upon  without  h* 
being  convifted  on  the  oath  of  any  one  credible  witnefs  of  his,  her  or  their  hav¬ 
ing  offended  againft  the  faid  Aft,  in  manner  arid  form  as  is  therein  mentioned,*  a 
moiety  whereof  fhall  be  given  to  the  informer,  and  the  other  moiety  paid  into  the  . 
hands  of  His  Majefly’s  Receiver  General,  to  and  for  the  ufc  of  his  Majefty,  his 
Heirs  and  Succeifors,  for  the  public  ufes  of  this  Province,  and  towards  the  fup- 
f)ort  of  the  Government  thereof,  to  be  accounted  for  to  His  Majefty,  through  the 
Commiffioners  of  his  Treafury  for  the  time  being,  in  fuch  manner  and  form  as  it 
{ball  plcafe  His  Majefty  to  direft, 

II.  And  be  it  further  Enabled  by  theAuthority  aforejaid.  That  it  lhall  and  may  be  law-  Cafes  in  which 
ful  for  any  perfon  or  perfons  not  having  obtained  a  Licence,  and  kept  an  Inn  or  a  licence  to  keep 
public  Houfe  at  any  time  before,  and  being  delirous  of  keeping  an  Inn  or  Public 
Houle,  to  apply  fora  Licence  at  any  time  during  the  year,  to  the  Magiftrates  of  generli’ quarter 
the  Diftrift  in  which  he  refides,  in  General  Quarter  Sellions  alfembled,  and  it  fhall  felfions,  to  per- 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  faid  Magiftrates,  to  enquire  into  the  charafter  and  beha 
viour  of  the  perfon  applying,  and  if  it  lhall  appear  to  them  expedient  to  increafe 
the  number  of  Inns  or  Public  Houfes,  and  that  the  party  applying  is  a  fobet  and 
honell  man,  the  prefiding  Magiftrate  lhall  then  and  there  grant  him  a  Certificate 
under  his  Hand  and  Seal,  which  Certificate  lhall  enable  the  party  fo  holding  the  Manner  6f 
lame  to  take  out  a  Licence  ;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Province  or  his  Agent  upon  granting  tk» 
the  produftion  of  luch  Certifierte,  lhall  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  direft- 
cd  to  grant  a  Licence  accordingly  ;  the  perfon  or  perfons  paying  for  the  fame  fuch 
fum  of  Money  as  is  direfted  to  be  paid,  by  all  perfons  receiving  a  Licence  to  keep 
tn  Inn  or  t^ublic  Houfe  in  this  Province,  and  entering  into  a  regular  Recognizance 
before  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  in  manner  and  form  as  is  preferibed  by  a  certain  Aft 
jialTcd  in  the  thirty-foilrth  year  of  his  Majefty’s  reign,  intituled,  “  An  Aft  for  re¬ 
gulating  the  manner  of  Licencing  PuWic  Houles,  and  for  the  more  eafy  convifting 
•t  perfons  felling  Spirituous  Liquors  without  Licence,"  any  thing  in  the  laid  Aft
